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REPORT OF STEARNS LECTURE COMMISSION: 


The noble benefactor of this perpetual fund was Capt. 
Albert Stearns, late of Brooklyn, N. Y., and superinten- 
dent of the Church & Dwight Soda Works of Syracuse 
and Brooklyn, N. Y. His early youth was passed on a 
farm which his father owned on Ashburnham road. His 
education was secured at the brick schoolhouse, near the 
Souhegan river, south of Gibson Four Corners; a section 
fertile in history and many of whose students have 
achieved honors in public life. 

Aiter a successful business career he took a retrospec- 
tive view of the scenes of his youth and conceived a plan 
to materially benefit the town of his adoption. A corre- 
spendence with an early schoolmate and her son divulged 
information that met his full cooperation. This materi- 
alized in the “Stearns Lecture Fund,” the income only to 
be expended in non-secretarian lectures and entertain- 
ments. 

Capt. Albert Stearns passed away April 21, 1914. His 
portrait is in the Town hall, associated with those of busi- 
ness men prominent in the welfare and history of the 
town. 
This philanthropic gift has proved of inestimable value 
and an incentive to the culture of the township noted for 
its venerable academy. Capt. Stearns was born in 
Rindge, N. H., December, 1833. _ The conditions of the 
gift require the selectmen, and their successors, to serve 
as trustees, and that the New Ipswich Lecture Commis- 
sion shall annually file a report with said trustees. — 

The nucleus of his first gift was $3000, which is in- 
vested in a policy of the Massachusetts Hospital Life 
Insurance Co., 50 State St., Boston, Mass. The donor 
made the first installment of $2000 in 1907, which is in- 
vested, viz.: Amoskeag Savings Bank, Manchester, 
N. H., $1000; Fitchburg Savings Bank, Fitchburg, Mass..

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-REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of New Ipswich : 

Herewith I submit my first report as superintendent of 
your schools. Bilis ue 

Upon assuming charge of the administration of your schools 
last August I was obliged to secure three new teachers, one 
half of your teaching force. Although this is not a large pro- 
portion of new teachers for a town where the schools are of 
the mixed one room rural type, yet the larger number of 
teachers, whom you have found desirable, that you can retain 
for a period of years, the better results you will be able to 
secure from your schools. I find the teachers in New Ipswich 
generally contented and well pleased with the treatment they 
receive from the school officials and from the community. A 
desire for a change arises only because of a larger salary 
offered or because of a wish to get into a larger school system 
where each teacher has charge of but a single grade. This 
latter condition we cannot meet, but we should not allow a 
desirable teacher to leave us for a similar position with a 
larger salary. Our one room schools are far above the aver- 
age in size for the one room schools and an efficient teacher is 
worth as much to us as she is to any other community, and 
moe than she is to most. To maintain this policy will mean 
a substantial raise in salaries. The abnormal condition of the 


times is felt just as keenly in the administration of schools 
as in other business and if we wish efficiency in our employees, 


we must do as others have to do, pay the price. 

The general condition of all your schools at the present 
time is good. The schools in the Finn district and at the 
Centre, where you have retained tried teachers, are schools 
which you may be proud of. At Highbridge, your teacher is 


~ doing remarkable work for a school of that size and changing 


membership. ‘The Smithville school 1s running smoothly. 
Miss Cleary has been at the Gibson school but a short time 
but appearances are very promising. 
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I feel that we should complete as soon as possible the re- 
organization of the schools so as to conform completely with 
the state program of studies. We are working toward that 
end. 

The matter of transportation seems to be a live issue with 
us at present. I wish through the agency of this report to say 
a word to the district on this matter. We have at this time in 
Wilder Village four children of school age. . One of these 
children is attending school at Hast Jaffrey and we are pay- 
ing that school district for her tuition and are also paying 
the parent 25 cents per day for transportation. This ar- 
rangement should be quite satisfactory to the district, and is, 
as it seems to me, equitable as far as the parent is concerned. 
Unfortunately, we are unable to make any similar arrange- 
ment for the other three children. We have paid the parent 
$5 per week for the transportation of these three children for 
the 14 weeks of the fall term and have paid the school district 
of Peterborough for their tuition. This term the parent de- 
mands of us to furnish transportation for his children. We 
cannot compel the parent to furnish this transportation even 
at his own price. To hire a distinterested”’party to carry these 
children either to a school in New Ipswich or to one in an- 
other town, and to return for them daily after school has 
seemed to the board not only very expensive but impracticable 
if not impossible. The board has, therefore, refused trans-\ 
portation of these three children for this term but stand ready 
to pay the tuition charge wherever they may attend. 

The law governing this matter is found in P. S. 92, 1, and 
reads as follows: “The school board of every district shali 
provide schools at such places in the district and at such times 
in each year as will best subserve the interests of education, 
and will give to all scholars of the district as nearly equal 
advantages as may be practicable. They may use a portion of 
the school money not exceeding twenty-five per cent., for the 
purpose of conveying scholars to and from the schools.” The 
only difficulty in the interpretation of this statute rests in the 
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one word “practicable.” Light is thrown on this subject by 
the Supreme Court Decision, Fogg vs. Board of Education of 
Littleton, 76 N. H. Report, page 296. 

The legal obligation of the school board to furnish trans- 
portation for school children, where a convenient school is 
not maintained, depends on the merits governing each case. 
One can guess as well as another what a court decision might 
carry, : : 

The primary legal obligation for the care, maintenance, and 
schooling of the child should rest, and I believe does stil] rest, 
with the parent. Our laws were framed to protect the in- 
terest of the neglected child, not to relieve the parent of his 
natural obligations. The above quoted statute way designed 
to prevent partiality in the establishing and maintaining of 
schools, not for the purpose of giving some one an opportunity 
to squeeze the school district. 7 

If the district feels that the board should furnish equal 
school advantages for these three children regardless of cost 
and the attitude of the parents, then a special appropriation 
of $500, should be raised for the purpose. 

Perhaps a word of explanation of the change in the fiscal 
year of the school district might be in place in this report. I 
accordingly submit the following. | 

The General Court at its last session amended the public 
statutes, 122, 1, 2, and 3, so as to read as follows: | 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts be- 
ginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end August 
31 annually.” 

“At its annual meeting holden in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 1, chapter 90, of the Public Statutes, such 
school districts shall raise and appropriate money for the 
support of schools to be expended during the fiscal year be- 
ginning September 1, next succeeding.” 

“The selectmen shall pay over to the district treasurer, an- 
nually, on or before October 1, and monthly thereafter, such 
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sums as the school board shall require for the maintenance 
of the schools.” 

This act was approved by the governor on April 4 191%, 
too late to effect the action taken at the various school dis- 
trict meetings last spring. At the coming district meeting 
you are required by the statute to raise and appropriate money 
for the support of schools to be expended during the fiscal 
year September al 1918, to August 31, 1919. This leaves the 
part of the school year between February 1, 1918, and August 
31, 1918, unprovided for as far as funds are concerned inas- 
much as the district at its last meeting raised and appro- 
priated such sums only as were supposed to be sufficient to 
maintain the schools until February 15, 1918. A special ap- 
propriation will be necessary to meet this contingency. 

Not questioning the wisdom of the acts of the last legisla- 
ture, this leaves our school district in an unfortunate situa- 
tion in these abnormal times, viz., under the necessity of 
raising and appropriating under two separate acts, at the 
approaching district meeting, sufficient funds for supporting 
the schools for periods of 6 months and 12 months respec- 
tively. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of the co- 
cperation, courtesy, and consideration I have received from 
the teachers, the board and the community.

Your committee have carefully estimated all 
expenses from February 15 to August 31, and estimate a 
special appropriation of $925 must be raised and appro- 
priated to make up the deficiency for the present school 
year. This is unfortunate but New Ipswich is to be con- 
gratulated on having such a good balance in the treasury, 
for the majority of the towns of the state have very little 
money left in their school treasuries. Number 1 school- 
house must be shingled this summer and we have included 
that in our estimate.
